“She told me she had two 
sons, and her husband had 
died. 

“I didn’t know her very 
well, but she was very am-

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enable to chat to.” 

Yvonne Hicks, who also 
lives in Lower Road, said: 
“She was a very nice woman. 
She had lived here for more 
than 30 years. She was in her 
90s, but she kept on walking. 

“You’d often see her out 
and about with her friend 
who lives up the road, who is 
over 100. 

“I used to speak to Betty 
and I’d been round to her 
house. I had no idea what 
had happened. I was just 
thinking of going to the 
shops, when the police came 
round and told me. I couldn’t 
believe it.” 

Police cordoned off the 
area around the property 
while scene of crime officers 
carried out investigations 
into the cause of death. 

A Suffolk police spokes¬ 
woman said: “The death is 
being treated as unexplained 
but not suspicious at present, 
and officers are conducting 
inquiries to establish what 
has happened.”

Council set-up to 
stay across county 


THOUSANDS of pounds have been 
spent on an abortive exercise to try 
to reorganise councils in Suffolk. 

The government announced yesterday 
that it would not be changing the current 
set-up of councils in Suffolk after a 
controversial review by the Boundary 
Committee. 

The committee had suggested either a 
single council for the whole county or a 
separate unitary council for the Ipswich and 
Felixstowe areas with another council 
covering the rest of the county. 

The proposals were opposed by some of 
the existing councils, including Forest 
Heath, which covers Newmarket, and St 
Edmundsbury which includes Haverhill. 

They spent thousands of pounds on legal 
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challenges to the Boundary Committee’s 
plans and argued that the public should 
have the chance to consider proposals for 
separate west and east Suffolk councils. 

Now the government has asked the 
councils to come up with their own solution 
based on a “county-wide convention”. 

Council leaders including Cllr Geoffrey 
laggard, from Forest Heath, and Cllr John 
Griffiths, from St Edmundsbury, welcomed 
the government announcement but 
deplored the waste of time and money on 
the review. 

They said: “We were never against unitary 


councils, and now we have been given the 
chance to have our say, in an equal 
partnership among all the councils in 
Suffolk. 

“Meanwhile, we will continue to work 
together to provide efficient services for 
residents - as we have been throughout this 
farce. 

“The Boundary Committee botched their 
job by recommending two unworkable and 
unpopular options, so we are not surprised 
that the Government has decided not to 
make any decision in Suffolk. 

“It is a shame they were not able to 
choose the three unitary solutions that we 
proposed. However, given budgetary 
constraints and our commitment to share 
services wherever possible, this could be the 
best solution in the circumstances."

SCHOOL building 
schemes expected to 
cost £10 million have 
taken a step forward. 

Suffolk County 
CounciPs proposals 
to rebuild and en¬ 
large Westfield Pri¬ 
mary School in Hav¬ 
erhill and build new 
classrooms at the 
town’s Samuel Ward 
Arts and Technology 
College are part of 
the building prog¬ 
ramme linked with 
the switch to a two- 
tier schools system 
across the county. 

Extra primary 
school and upper 
school places are 
needed following a 
decision to close 
middle schools by 
summer 2011. 

Westfield, current¬ 
ly in Manor Road, 
has capacity for 150 
pupils. But the new 
school, set to be built 
on land next to the 
Haverhill Comm¬ 
unity Eootball Pro¬ 
ject in Chalkstone 
Way, would have 
room for 420. 

The new school is 
expected to cost 
more than £7 mill¬ 
ion, and the add¬ 
itional classrooms at 
Samuel Ward will 
cost an estimated 
£3million. 

The plans have 
just been submitted 
to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council. If 
planning approval is 
given, work should 
start in six months 
and the new school 
should be ready for 
use by October 2011. 

The scheme will 
mean greater co¬ 
operation between 
Westfield and Sam¬ 
uel Ward to provide 
more continuity in 
education and make 
the move from 
primary to upper 
school less daunting. 

The plans are now 
out for public con¬ 
sultation. 

Clements Primary 
School in Haverhill is 
already due to have a 
new building which 
is set to be comp¬ 
leted by September 
2011.

Pc Blakelock murder 


man quizzed and bailed 


A MAN has been arrested in the 
Haverhill area in connection with 
the murder of Pc Keith Blakelock 25 
years ago. 

The suspect, who now lives in Suffolk, 
was 15 when the murder took place in 
Tottenham during some of the worst rioting 
seen on the British mainland. 

The 40-year-old former Tottenham man 
was quizzed for four days by detectives. 

He was released on bail from Bury St 
Edmunds police station yesterday. 

Scotland Yard has reused to confirm or 
deny where he was arrested. 

The father-of-three and popular police 
officer was murdered by a machete- 
wielding gang during the Broadwater Earm 
riots inTotteifiiam, north London. 

The officer has a permanent memorial in 
Muswell Hill, north London, where he 
pounded the beat. 

The arrested man was not one of six 
people originally charged with the murder. 

Among them were Winston Silcott, Mark 
Braithwaite and Engin Raghip, who were 
convicted of the killing in 1987 but cleared 
on appeal four years later. 

Three youths were also charged with 
murder but did not face trial after a judge 
ruled their questioning was inadmissible. 

Pc Blakelock and his colleague Pc Richard 
Coombes were attacked as they tried to 
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protect firefighters. 

Violence spiralled after the community 
was angered by the death of Cynthia larrett, 
49, who collapsed during a police raid on 
her home. 

A fresh inquiry into the murder of Pc 
Blakelock was launched in December 2003 
after a review identified new lines of inquiry 
could be pursued. 

A police spokesman said: “Officers from 
the Metropolitan Police service’s Homicide 
and Serious Crime Command arrested a 40- 
year-old man on suspicion of the murder of 
Pc Keith Blakelock in Suffolk on Eriday, 
Eebruary 5. 

“The man, originally from Tottenham, 
was taken to Bury St Edmunds police 
station where he was questioned. 

“This year marks the 25th anniversary 
since Pc Hakelock was murdered during the 
Broadwater Earm Riots on October 6,1985. 

“Police would like to reassure anyone 
who has information regarding those 
involved in the murder of Pc Keith Blakelock 
or the attempted murder of Pc Richard 
Coombes, who was also attacked that night, 
that they can contact the incident room in 
confidence on 020 8733 4613.”

Students get chance to 
explore business ideas 


BUDDING entrepreneurs 
from Haverhill have been 
learning how to become the 
next Sir Alan Sugar. 

Not-for-profit company MENTA, 
which provides advice to busi¬ 
nesses in Suffolk, visited members 
of Haverhill Young Chamber of 
Commerce at Castle Manor Busi¬ 
ness Centre. 

It was the first meeting of young 
chamber members from both 
Castle Manor Business and Ent¬ 
erprise College and Samuel Ward 
Arts and Technology College. 

MENTA has recently been given 
funding of £100,000 from the 
European Social Eund (ESE) and 
the East of England Development 
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Agency (EEDA) for an 18-month 
project to help Haverhill residents 
develop their entrepreneurial app¬ 
roach skills and set up their own 
businesses. 

The project is part of the national 
Enterprise Coaching scheme and is 
tailored to support those who 
would not normally be able, or 
inclined, to access mainstream 
business start-up support. 

Project manager Rosanne Kil- 
bourn, who spoke to the students, 
said: “Students, when they reach 
the age of 16, often feel they have 
two choices - to continue with 


further education or find a job. 

“But there is another alternative. 
If they have a good business idea, 
passion and commitment they 
could become self employed and 
start a business. 

“With the right support, advice 
and training they could start their 
own business. Most people do not 
realise just how many skills they 
already have, and how valuable 
they could be. We hope to give 
some of them a chance to find out.” 

Matt Bryant, Castle Manor’s 
business and enterprise specialist 
status co-ordinator, said: “Our 
outstanding curriculum develops 
much of the knowledge, skills and 
attributes that are needed by our 


students in their life after edu¬ 
cation. 

“A large part of making the 
curriculum outstanding is to invite 
a variety of groups, such as MENTA, 
to come in and reinforce what my 
colleagues and 1 have been teach¬ 
ing them.

The start of January saw the soldiers 
report to the Reserves Training and 
Mobilisation Centre in Chetwynd 
Barracks, Chilwell, where they had 
medical and dental checks, completed 
a range of documentation and under¬ 
took further training. 

This included classroom-based 
presentations on Afghan culture, live 
firing and dealing with the threat of 
improvised explosive devices. 

The soldiers also had to complete a 
gruelling six-mile Combat Eitness test.

Bullying can 
make someone’s life a misery 
and anything that raises 
awareness of the problem 
and helps to eliminate it is to 
be greatly welcomed.” 


Complaints of 
racism rising 


RACISM complaints at schools 
have risen by more than a quarter 
in the past five years - according 
to a new report. 

Figures released by Suffolk County 
Council show the number of complaints 
rose from 501 in 2004/5 to 636 last year. 

Although the report does not identify 
the areas where most complaints have 
been made, it shows that the steepest 
rise in complaints has been at upper 
schools where there were 261 last year 
compared with 116 five years earlier. 

The county council has said the rise is 
due to better reporting of incidents, an 
increase in ethnic minority pupils and 
more confidence by school staff to deal 
with incidents. 

But the council’s Liberal Democrat 
group has claimed that many more 
incidents are still going unreported. 

Cllr Craig Dearden-Phillips, Liberal 
democrat member of the council’s 
children, schools and young people’s 
services committee, said more effort was 
needed to combat racism. 

He said: “The numbers seem pretty 
low. We live in a period where people are 
quite rightly more aware of these

incidents and more willing to report 
them. That is good. 

“We are obviously taking them 
seriously. That too is good. 

“Relatively speaking a lot of it is going 
unreported and a lot of it will be under 
the radar and that is not good. We need 
to up our efforts.” 

A county council spokesman said 
incidents had been monitored since 
1993-94 - longer than many urban 
authorities. 

He said: “Since 1996-97 we have 
insisted on a 100 per cent return from 
schools, long before the Race Relations 
Amendment Act made this compulsory, 
which has further encouraged reporting. 

“The schools with an increase in the 
number of reported incidents state that 
their reporting systems have improved. 

“They have made it clear to all staff - 
teaching and non-teaching - that all 
incidents have to be reported.” 

He said the pupils who may not have 
been directly involved in incidents now 
had the confidence to make a complaint.

School work Is 
Iroo-mondoiis’ 


A PRIMARY school is set 
for a major £2.5 million 
upgrade - with a tree 
house-style design which 
has delighted pupils. 

Youngsters at Place Farm 
Community Primary School in 
Camps Road, Haverhill will get 
“six of the best new classrooms” 
and a new assembly hall. The 
education centre will also be 
given a massive revamp. 

There will be a new two-storey 
teaching block, a new multi¬ 
purpose hall and substantial 
refurbishments to the existing 
building.

organisation review programme. 

The new block will be con¬ 
structed from prefabricated 
timber panels. The new hall is to 
be built from the same materials 
within a laminated timber 
frame. 

Dao Nasif, the council’s pro¬ 
ject manager, said the concept 
design for the project was a tree- 
house. 

He added: “This is envisaged 
by Thermowood Cladding at the 
lower level, which is the tree 
trunk, and the use of multi-col¬ 
oured green panels at high level, 
which is the tree canopy. 

“This concept has captured 


the imagination of the school 
pupils and staff and it will create 
an enjoyable, sustainable and 
interactive learning environ¬ 
ment.” 

Pupils and staff at the school 
say the designs are “tree-mend- 
ous” and are looking forward to 
the tree-based revamp. 

A school spokeswoman said: 
“We are delighted with the plans 
and have worked closely with 
the designers. 

“The plans look amazing and 
we are all very excited about it. It 
will be fantastic for the school.” 

The project is scheduled to be 
completed in August 2011, sub¬ 
ject to approval. 

Planning applications were 
lodged in December.

Men fail to spot 
signs of cancer 

MORE than one third of men quizzed in a 
survey did not realise a lump could be a 
symptom of cancer. 

The poll conducted by the Anglia 
Cancer Network has revealed the lack of 
awareness over cancer, which could stop 
early diagnosis and treatment. 

The survey found that the most 
commonly recognised symptom of cancer 
was a lump with 65 per cent. 

However, less than one in four people 
identified any other form of symptom 
including bleeding (24 per cent) mole (15 
per cent) and difficulty swallowing (2 per 
cent). 

In addition, 72 per cent of women 
recognised a lump as a cancer symptom, 
but only 58 per cent of men. 

Only one in four people in the region 
said it might be difficult getting an early 
appointment with a GP, compared with 
four out of 10 people nationally. 

Dr Gina Radford, of NHS Cambridge¬ 
shire, said: “The hndings give us the 
opportunity to understand the current 
levels of awareness of the symptoms of 
cancer.”

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Travelling showman fulfills 
dream to join university eiite

Travelling showman Zoah Hedges-Stocks, who never completed a 
full year at school, is enjoying life in Cambridge after realising a 
lifelong ambition to go to university in the city. Here she tells 
ALICE RYAN about her childhood and life in her community. 


a "I^EOPLE quite 
often come 
-L up to me 
and say ‘Er, Zoah, I 
heard you live on a 
circus’. 

I start to explain and 
then, about half an hour 
later, realise I’m 
surrounded by a small 
crowd, all listening to me 
waxing about my life ... 

“Part of me thinks it’s a 
great ice-breaker. Another 
part thinks ‘Why are they 
so interested? It’s just my 
life’.” 

Though she may not 
realise it, Zoah Hedges- 
Stocks has got the kind of 
life story that has movie 
producers reaching for 
their chequebooks. Born 
three and a half months 
premature to a single mum, 
she almost died as a baby. 
And her childhood was 
unusual, to say the least. 

Zoah is a traveller (or a 
travelling showman, to use 
the proper title); her family 
has been working on 
fairgrounds since the 
1800s, probably earlier. She 
grew up in a caravan. And 
she’s never completed a full 
year at school: every 
summer term was spent 
working on her mum’s food 
van, selling burgers, toffee 
apples and candy floss to 
fairgoers. 

Yet, as a tiny little girl, 
Zoah set her heart on going 
to Cambridge University. 


Nobody in her family or, 
indeed, her entire 
community had ever gone 
to university before; just a 
few generations ago, some 
of her forebears could 
neither read nor write. 

But now, aged 20, Zoah is 
indeed a student at 
Cambridge. In her first year 
at Murray Edwards College, 
she’s studying history - and 
she’s living the dream. 

“1 am very strange,” 
admits Zoah, with a laugh. 
“Among travelling 
showmen it’s often felt that 
education isn’t that 
relevant: you know what 
you’re going to do with 
your life - settle down with 
a nice traveller boy and 
work on the fairs - so once 
you’ve got the basics you 
don’t need any more than 
that. 

“But, before 1 even knew 
what university was, a 
primary school teacher 
said ‘You’re bright. You 
could go to university’. And 
1 thought ‘Yes. That’s what 
I’m going to do’.” 

Sitting in a Cambridge 
cafe, Zoah pauses to take a 
sip of her latte. Brushing 
her bright blonde hair out 
of her eyes, she takes a 
deep breath, and begins to 
tell her story. 

“My mother thought she 
couldn’t have children,” 
Zoah explains. “She’d been 
married when she was very 
young, and they’d tried and 
tried and nothing 
happened. 


“Then, when she was 31, 
she got pregnant with me. 1 
was born three and a half 
months premature. The 
doctors didn’t think I’d 
survive and, in the unlikely 
event 1 did survive, they 
said 1 would be brain 
damaged or blind or 
wheelchair-bound. 

“A surgeon told my 
mother a caesarean might 
help, but ‘1 really don’t 
think it’s worth scarring 
your uterus for a baby of 
this gestation’ - meaning 
‘What’s the point? It’s going 
to die’. Nice chap. She 
nearly slapped him.” 

Weighing in at just 995g, 
newborn Zoah was 
impossibly tiny. Falling ill, 
her bodyweight dropped 
even further. But, against 
all the odds, she rallied 
and, little by little, began to 
thrive. 

Born in January, Zoah left 
hospital at Easter (still a 
few weeks before her actual 
due date in May). 

Her mother’s family have 
been travelling showmen 
since at least 1821 and, 
when they’re not on the 
road, they live on their own 
plot - known as a yard - in 
Suffolk. 


“We lived in a caravan 
until 1 was about 14,” 
continues Zoah. “1 still 
don’t understand people 
who want to go on holiday 
in one when they could go 
to a nice hotel, but anyway. 

“My mum saved up and 
got a trailer, which we live 
in now. It was amazing. We 
had free-standing furniture 
which was really exciting: 1 
used to watch Changing 
Rooms as a kid and dream 
about having it. 

“And 1 had my own 
bedroom for the first time, 
complete with a four- 
poster bed. 1 didn’t care 
that 1 was a teenager - I’d 
always wanted a princess 
bed and now was my 
chance to have one.” 

Determined to give her 
daughter the best possible 
start in life, Zoah’s mum 
Bernice decided to cut the 
fair season short so her 
little girl only had to miss 
one term of schooling a 
year. “The reaction was 
‘Okay, Bernice, you do 
that’,” adds Zoah. 

Although she came from 
a very different background 
to her school friends, Zoah 
says she never felt out of 
place in the classroom. “It 


was never really a big deal; 
people have been more 
interested since 1 came to 
Cambridge than they were 
at school,” she says. “Where 
we live, at the end of a cul- 
de-sac, is right next to my 
old middle school. 
Whenever we had leftover 
candy floss my mum used 
to throw it over the wall for 
us at break time; that’s a 
great way to win friends 
and influence people. 

“Where we live is nice 
and leafy but it’s not 
remote - we’re only five 
minutes from a 
supermarket.” 

During the summers, 
Zoah and her family travel 
to fairs across East Anglia. 
While she and her mum 
run the burger van, her 
uncle has a set of dodgems, 
inherited from Zoah’s 
grandfather, and a whole 
set of children’s rides. 

“He’s done a lot of work 
on the dodgems, they’re 
amazing,” she says. 

“There’s a Formula One 
theme. When Lewis 
Hamilton started doing 
well my uncle took a punt 
and got a 6ft mural of his 
face painted on the 
dodgems; thankfully he

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kept winning races. The 
burger van is called Pit 
Stop Diner to match.” 

Though working at a 
fair is incredibly hard 
work - Zoah cites 14- 
hour days and fat burns 
from frying burgers 
among the downsides - 
the uni student says 
being a showman is very 
much a part of her - a 
part she’d never forsake. 

“Travellers have a very 
strong sense of family, 
unity and loyalty,” she 
explains. “We even have a 
bit of our own dialect: 
joskin, for example, 
means someone who 
lives in a house. 

“1 can remember 
staying in a friend’s 
house when 1 was about 
13.1 went downstairs to 
have breakfast, looked 
out of the window and 
saw that it was raining; 1 
remember being so 
shocked that I’d been up 
for an hour and hadn’t a 
clue rain was falling 
outside. 1 actually love 
the sound of rain on a 
caravan roof. It helps me 
get to sleep.” 

Although showmen 
travel during the fair 
season, Zoah explains 
their existence isn’t really 
nomadic: year in, year 
out, they know exactly 
where they’re going to be 
and when. “1 can tell you 
now where I’m going to 
be in June in five years’ 
time, within about six 
feet of the exact spot,” 
she says. 

“My mother’s burger 
van stands on the site 
where her mother’s van 
stood, and where great- 


grandma Violet’s 
sideshow stood before 
that.” 

Despite missing so 
much school, Zoah 
excelled academically. 

On completing her 
GCSEs, her ambition to 
reach Cambridge was 
stronger than ever; 
putting herself under 
increasing pressure, she 
was not well between her 
GCSEs and A-levels. 

However, going on to 
get top grades in her A- 
levels, Zoah credits a 
summer school at Eton, 
the famously smart boys’ 
school, with helping her 
win a place at 
Cambridge. 

Given a straight-As 
offer by Murray Edwards, 
Zoah was over the moon. 

But then, after one of 
her teachers had to leave 
suddenly (she too had a 
premature baby), she 
missed out on an A in 
Philosophy and Ethics by 
a nail-biting 11 marks. 

“1 called the college 
straight away and they 
said they’d let me know 
next day,” she says. “It 
was the most nerve- 
wracking 24 hours of my 
life. When they called to 
say 1 had got a place 1 
cried, my mum cried...” 

Her first week at 
Cambridge was, Zoah 
admits, “terrifying”. “Now 
nothing scares me,” she 
laughs. “1 know now that 
1 can be given a whole 
load of reading about 
something I’ve never 
heard of before and, 
while it might be a bit of 
a struggle, 1 can force out 
3,000 words on the 


subject by the end of the 
week. 

“In fact, 1 was up at 
6am this morning 
finishing an essay: it had 
to be in at 10am and 1 got 
it done by half eight, so 1 
was ahead of schedule.” 

As well as throwing 
herself into her studies, 
Zoah is clearly loving the 
social side of student life: 
she has a big group of 
friends and has been out 
five nights already this 
week. 

A highlight of her time 
in Cambridge so far was 
meeting Stephen Ery at a 
free student talk: “1 tell 
people 1 saw Stephen 
Hawking on the street, 
but it’s not until 1 say I’ve 
met Stephen Ery that 
they really get 
interested.” 

Though Zoah will 
always be a showman, 
she would love to 
become a journalist in 
the future. 

“I’m actually not the 
first travelling showman 
to come to Cambridge, in 
fact 1 think I’m the third,” 
continues Zoah. “It shows 
that really different 
people can thrive here: 
my parents aren’t 
doctors, 1 didn’t go to 
private school, and 1 
don’t have a pony. But 1 
really do love it. 

“And I’ve never felt any 
sense of division. If you 
get lost round here and 
ask someone for 
directions, they take you 
where you want to go 
and, within five minutes 
of chatting, you’ve found 
a new friend.”

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A BAND of eco-champ- 
ions at an older persons 
housing scheme have 
been enlisted to help test 
claims that greener tech¬ 
nologies can radically re¬ 
duce heating bills. 

Traditional electrical storage 
heaters at 12 bungalows in Emily 
Frost Close, Wickhambrook, 
have been replaced with air 
source heat pumps after Suffolk 
Housing Society successfully bid 
for a £28,000 grant from the 
government’s low carbon build¬ 
ing programme. 

Over the coming year, mon¬ 
thly meter readings from the 
bungalows will be compared 
with those taken from similar 
properties which use gas and 
electrical systems. The results 


will help to identify the most 
suitable heating system for 
future retro fitting and new 
builds. 

It is also hoped the innovative 
experiment will test manufact¬ 
urers’ claims that green, low 
carbon technologies can reduce 
annual heating bills by as much 
as 43 per cent. 

Jean Whiting, who has been a 
tenant at Emily Frost Close for 
the past decade, said: “1 wasn't 
sure what to think when 1 was 
told we would be getting air 
source pumps as I’d never heard 
of them before. 

“The heating from the new 
system is fine but I’ve had to 
learn how best to use it. 

“I’m quite agreeable if it helps 
the environment, and I’m all for 
it if it saves money as well - but 
we haven’t had the first bill yet so 


I’ll wait and see what it says 
when it arrives.” 

Steve Clarke, the society’s chief 
executive, said: “We are always 
keen to embrace sustainability 
and greener technologies 
wherever possible, as they bring 
obvious benefits for reducing 
carbon emissions and helping 
the environment. 

“However, claims made by 
manufacturers about just how 
much householders can save by 
switching to these new systems 
have yet to be proven. 

“We’ll be monitoring the 
meter readings from these prop¬ 
erties very closely over the 
coming year to find out exactly 
how significant the savings will 
be, and using the findings to 
shape our building plans for the 
future.” 


Elderly to lose out In spending cuts 


SPENDING on adult soc¬ 
ial care will be slashed by 
25 per cent in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire next year - 
with elderly and disabled 
people bearing the brunt 
of £10.3 million of cuts. 

The extent of the cuts, 
by Cambridgeshire 
County Council, was laid 
bare at a health scrutiny 
meeting at Shire Hall, 
where executive director 
of community and adult 
services. Rod Craig, exp¬ 
lained the need to re¬ 
duce spending by 
£10.3m in 2010-11 and 
by£10.1m in 2011-12. 

Mr Craig said Cam¬ 


bridgeshire’s ageing pop¬ 
ulation meant the coun¬ 
cil would be required to 
look after 25 per cent 
more people by 2015 on 
roughly the same £130 
million budget it has 
now. 

With income fixed and 
inflationary pressures 
biting, the council has 
been forced to find maj¬ 
or savings to ensure 
service can be main¬ 
tained. 

Mr Craig said he bel¬ 
ieved large savings could 
be found by speeding up 
recovery times for elderly 
people to avoid costly 


residential care by foc¬ 
using on greater support 
in the home. 

Other saving measures 
mentioned included the 
scrapping of 15-minute 
check-up visits from 
nurses in favour of more 
“tele-based” communi¬ 
cation. 

Long-term residential 
care stays for adults with 
“complex special needs” 
costing up to £300,000 a 
year could also be rep¬ 
laced with cheaper 
community-based help. 

The adult social care 
savings are set to be 
approved at this year’s 


budget meeting, which 
will dso include plans to 
axe 300 jobs at the coun¬ 
ty council amid £88 
million of cuts. 

Cllr Fiona Whelan, 
lead member for adult 
social care for the Liberal 
Democrats, said it was 
vital the council looked 
after the most vuln¬ 
erable. 

She said: “These are 
jawdropping cuts to 
services and 1 am very 
concerned about 
whether we will be able 
to provide a safe level of 
care for our vulnerable 
adults.”

IT SEEMS that patients in Suffolk 
enjoy a dose of medicine from 
their GPs, according to a new 
poll. 

They are among the most satisfied 
patients in the region - with Suffolk GPs 
achieving joint top position in a new poll 
by NHS East of England. 

Members of the public across the 
region were asked to rate their level of 
satisfaction with their GP over the last 
year. 

Patients in the NHS Suffolk area gave 
their GPs an overall satisfaction rate of 
79.6 per cent - which was the joint top 
position with NHS Great Yarmouth and 
Waveney and well above the average 
national GP satisfaction rate of 75.5 per 
cent. 

In a series of five questions, NHS 
Suffolk area GPs were rated top in the 
whole of the East of England for two 
categories, with easy phone access to the 
surgery rated at 74.4 per cent and ability 
to book two days ahead at 76.2 per cent. 

Additionally, 86.5 per cent were 
satisfied with their ability to see their 
doctor quickly and 83 per cent were 
satisfied with GP surgery opening hours.

To my mind at 
the time, it was the biggest theatre 
that I’d ever been in. It’s a lovely 
theatre and it was very exciting just 
to get on the stage there in my 
student days. So to get back there 
will be wonderful actually, just like 
the old days. Doing lots of shows 
and no essays.” 

Bathurst will be gathering up all 
his wit and charm as he steps into 
the role of flamboyant actor Garry 
Essendine in Noel Coward’s 
Present Laughter, which is running

at the Arts Theatre this week. 

“It’s one of the great classic 
comedy roles, and one of Noel 
Coward’s finest plays. He 
(Essendine) is a tiringly egocentric 
actor and Coward wrote it for 


himself to do. 

“He has a sort of gang of people 
around him - his ex-wife, his 
secretary, his backers - and he 
basks in the love of strangers yet, 
when strangers come along, he 


can’t bear it and tries to get rid of 
them as quickly as possible. It’s a 
play about celebrity loneliness and 
isolation. All these people are 
obsessed with him - they’ve seen 
his plays scores of times and they 
think they want a slice of him. 
People think they know him and 
want to be with him - and he says: 
‘You don’t know me, you haven’t 
got a clue what I’m really like’. 

“He regards them as pirates 
trying to board his precious life. So 
in some ways it is rather like those 
tales of celebs who really love the 
public but when the public love 
them they run fast in the opposite 
direction. It sounds rather callous, 
but it’s actually a very funny play.” 

As an actor playing an actor, did 
he find there was any of himself in 
Essendine? 

“I just do the words,” he laughs. 

Bathurst will be starring 
alongside Coward connoisseur 
Belinda Lang, who took to the Arts 
Theatre stage last year in A Song at 


Twilight, and will also be directing 
this year’s play. 

Bathurst read law at Cambridge 
University between 1977 and 1979 
and was the president of Footlights 
during his final year. 

Theatre was undoubtedly his 
main focus, and Bathurst admits to 
taking a less than whole-hearted 
approach to his studies. 

“I was never really devoted to my 
legal studies, I have to say, but I had 
a very indulgent tutor. Law was a 
mistake, I should have done history. 

“I did three years of Footlights, 
and did all the shows there - 
Smokers, lent reviews ... It was a 
very heady and exciting time. 

“The whole thing was perpetual 
tension - enjoyable tension - you 
were putting on these shows and 
lots was expected. It was a constant 
creative excitement. 

“We all did a tour of Australia 
after that. We got together with 
Stephen Fry and Hugh and Emma 
and we went around as Footlights 


even though we’d left two years 
before.” Bathurst also had his first 
taste of television acting during his 
time with the Footlights team. 

“BBC East used to give us a half- 
hour show. They basically provided 
us with cameras and technicians 
and we had the run of the studio.” 

Bathurst has clearly lost none of 
the enthusiasm and passion for 
acting that he found during his 
student days, and is looking 
forward to bringing the glittering wit 
and wordplay of Coward to life in 
his latest venture. 

“The tour seems to be going 
really well and it’s certainly one of 
the most enjoyable I’ve done.”

THE PRiNCESS AND THE FROG 
(U, 97 mins) Comedy. Featuring 
the voices of Anika Noni Rose, 
Bruno Campos, Terrence

Leon Wooiey, Jim Cummings. 

IN an extraordinary career, 
producer Walt Disney redefined 
the boundaries of hand-drawn 
animation, initially on television 
and later, and more prominently, 
on the big screen. 

In 1928, he released Steamboat 
Willie, the first cartoon with 
synchronised sound and, in 1937, 
the world whistled along to Snow 
White And The Seven Dwarfs, the 
first feature-length animated film. 
Disney collected an astonishing 
26 Oscars for his efforts and 
today, his legacy lives on in the 
studio which bears his name. 
Since his death in 1966, Disney’s 
animation division has continued 
to redefine the art of animation, 
reaching a peak in 1992 when 
Beauty And The Beast became the 
first animated feature to be 
nominated for Best Picture at the 
Oscars. 

Now, in 2010, the studio casts its 
first ever African-American 




princess in this enchanting 
reworking of the Grimm brothers’ 
fairytale, set in New Orleans 
around the time of the First World 
War. 

Restaurant owner James (voiced 
by Howard) cooks the best 
gumbo in the city, while his 
seamstress wife Eudora (Winfrey) 
tends to their daughter Tiana 
(Rose). 

When the old man goes off to war 
and never returns, Tiana is forced 
to make her own way in the world, 
dreaming of the day she might 
open her own restaurant and 
serve up her father’s signature 
dish. 

Those dreams are put on hold 
when Tiana is approached by a 
smooth-talking frog, who claims 
to be Prince Naveen of Malvonia 
(Campos). 


He asks for one kiss to break the 
spell that has been placed on him 
and she obliges, only to become a 
frog herself. Trapped in their 
amphibious state and pursued by 
scheming voodoo man Dr Facilier 
(David), Tiana and Naveen must 
track down queen of the bayou. 
Mama Odie (Lewis), aided by a 
music-loving alligator (Wooiey) 
and a crazy firefly (Cummings). 
This is classic Disney fare, pitting 
two mismatched souls on a great 
adventure that ultimately brings 
them together. 

Rose and Campos relish their 
characters’ constant bickering, 
while David hams it up as the 
witch doctor who unleashes dark 
spirits to do his bidding. 

Directors Ron Clements and John 
Musker effortlessly meld 
romance, comedy and rousing 
musical numbers with old- 
fashioned values that have 
become a staple of the Disney 
brand. 

Most importantly, this colourful 
tale of female empowerment 
buoys the soul as it introduces a 
menagerie of cute and cuddly 
critters, who - like the plucky 
heroine - prove that anything is 
possible.

Garden trinkets have also 
become more popular in recent 
years, with a variety of glass balls, 
butterflies and copper leaves on 
long stems being used as a 
decorative addition to planters. 

If you go down this route, a good 


idea is to go for one which also 
waters your pots, such as an eco- 
water feeder (£9.95, www.home2 
garden.co.uk) made of hand-blown 
100 per cent recycled glass. It is 
frost-proof and collects rainwater 
(or you can fill it), feeding water 
slowly through its stem into the soil 
underneath. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Snowdrops (Galanthus) 

The snowdrops are out, pushing 
through the sodden borders and 
flattened grass after all that snow. 
The delicate-looking white blooms 
above small, strappy leaves signal 
the precursor to spring, showing 
that life can survive the depths of 
winter. 

The most popular type, G. 
nivalis, the common snowdrop, has 
narrow green leaves and dainty 
white and green fragrant flowers. 
Double snowdrops, such as G. 
nivalis f. plenifiorus ‘Flore Pleno’ 
look best at the edge of paths, while 
other good varieties include G. 
‘S.Arnott’, a tall variety with large, 
scented flowers. Snowdrops should 
be planted in early autumn, and 
they prefer semi-shade in a moist, 
rich soil. 

However, you’ll need to plant an 
awful lot to achieve a naturalised 
effect quickly.

Easing the pain ot 


PAINTING a ceiling can be 
a pain in the neck - literally 
- but it has to be done, and 
done before you decorate 
the rest of the room 
because it’s a messy job. 

Start by clearing the 
room as much as possible 
and protecting the floor 
(unless you’re replacing it) 
and any furniture that 
remains. Only paint 
ceilings in good natural 
light, otherwise you may 
get a poor finish. 

lybre tcp tips: 

■ Make sure you wear 
goggles to protect your 
eyes and a shower cap for 
your hair, as well as old 
clothes you don’t mind 
getting paint on. Using a 
roller with a long handle 
makes the job easier - 
apart from the edges - but 
it does stop you from 
seeing the bits you’ve 
missed and where the 
roller has left ridges of 
paint, etc. Standing on a 
step ladder to paint is more 
awkward, but enables you 
to spot - and rectify - any 
problems as they happen. 

■ If your ceiling has 
hairline cracks, try one of 
the specialist paints 


designed to cover them 
and stop them from 
reappearing. Alternatively, 
try flexible filler, although 
it’s hard to get a neat repair 
on ceilings with this 
because it’s too rubbery to 
sand. If there’s a floor 
above the ceiling, you may 
have to be resigned to 
having hairline cracks 
because of people walking 
on the floor. 

■ The easiest emulsions to 
use are semi-solid ones 
designed especially for 
ceilings, which reduce 
drips and splashes, but are 
only available in a limited 
range of colours. If you 
want a different colour, you 
can use normal emulsion, 
but don't overload your 
roller because it will 
splatter paint everywhere. 

■ Drips on the walls and 
skirting boards should be 
wiped off when wet, but if 
you miss any, simply sand 
or scrape them off later.

Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

SPECIAL editions were once 
known as sunshine cars back 
in the days when they only 
appeared in the summer, in a 
bid to tempt motorists to buy in 
June and July to boost sales. 

They didn’t come with much

Now, some three decades on, 
there’s news of a special, or 
limited, edition - all now 
factory fitted - almost every 
week.

and although they’re termed 
limited editions, the market’s 
big players usually turn out at 
least a thousand of them. 

So, is there still such a thing 
as a truly limited, truly special, 
edition? 

The answer is yes, but you’ve 
got to pay over the odds, 
because true exclusivity 
belongs to the luxury marques, 
and doesn’t come cheap. 

Take the Infiniti FX 
performance off-roader, for 
example. The Range Rover 
Sport rival has only been on 
sale here for a matter of 
months, and, priced at £42,000 
upwards, it is already one of 
the rarest and best-equipped 
cars in its class. 

However, there’s now an even 
more exclusive version, and 
with just 18-yes, 18-of 
them up for grabs in Britain it 
has earned the right to be 
labelled the FX Limited Edition. 

All of these FXes will be 


individually numbered, they get 
special 21-inch alloy wheels, 
and body paint choice is down 
to obsidian black or metallic 
white. 

Prices start at £55,855 for 
the 316bhp, 3.7-litre V6, and 
top at £62,035 for the 385bhp, 
5.0-litre V8. Both are petrols, 
both automatics, and they 
come crammed with state-of- 
the-art technology. 

Carbon fibre is lavished on

- and the seats are clad in 
graphite leather. 

But it’s the FX Limited 
edition’s gadgets that grab the 
attention-there’s the latest 
satellite navigation, an 11- 
speaker Bose Premium sound 
system, full iPod connectivity, 
and a 10Gb music box 
complete with extensive 
database. 

Infiniti is Nissan’s luxury arm, 


and the FX retails through an 
equally limited dealership line¬ 
up. There’s an Infiniti centre at 
Reading, and by the end of this 
year there will be outlets in 
London, Birmingham, and 
Glasgow, with six more outlets 
to open UK-wide in 2011.

THE sale of Saab to Spyker for 
$74 million is a success story 
for the motoring aficionado 
and trade alike, and the 
speculation of what a Saab/ 
Spyker might look like evokes 
the sort of hoopla usually 
reserved for DNA pairings like 
Brangelina or the Beckhams, 
writes Mike Scialom, 

The design code that these two 
firms draw on are of almost royal 
lineage; Saab with its roots deep in 
the Swedish aircraft industry, 
Spyker with an ethos that panders 
to supercar fans - who will be 
chafing at the bit to see what 
emerges from this glamorous 
union. 

But strip away all the tittle-tattle 
and what you have is a reverse 
takeover in which an almost 
unknown car firm - Spyker sold just 
43 cars in 2008 and a further 23 in 
the first half of last year - has taken 
on a brand with 1.5 million 
customers and 3,500 employees 
globally. So there’s a lot of work to 
be done to ensure a smooth 
transitionary period before any talk 
of new models is indulged in. 

Top of the list during this 
transition is what happens to the 
GM-era models. 

The immediate concern for Saab 
Spyker is that there are lots of cars 
that were produced under the 
previous management and, with 
fewer than 40,000 cars sold in 2009, 
these cars need to be sold off - 
which is how I found myself driving 
a 9-3 Convertible last weekend in a 


bid to reassess the quality of the 
current range, along with a quick 
scan of the deals being offered to 
lure the punters to the brand. 

The first thing I felt when I drove 
the 9-3 Convertible away from 
Cambridge Saab’s Histon site was 
relief. Relief that Saab hasn’t gone 
down, and a realisation that 
- unlike, say, Rover, whose model 
range in its final years was a 
disgrace to its badge and an insult 
to its customers - the vehicles on 
sale now are actually beautiful to 
look at and beautiful to drive. 

Unruffled, composed in all 
conditions, and relaxing to drive, 
the 9-3 Convertible is a great advert 
for what Saab is capable of. The 1.9- 
litre diesel is mated with a superbly 
considerate gearbox and will shunt 
you around without being troubled 
even at peak motorway speeds. 
Built to last this one is, and I found 
it gratifying that the roof up/down 
process has been reduced to one 
single switch. When the roof is up 
you’ll quickly accept that it’s no 
noisier than the fixed-roof option, 
both visually (from the inside) and 
in terms of insulation. 

Right now the car shown in this 
picture - normal retail price 
£27,555 - is currently available from 
Cambridge Saab for £19,995. Which 
means that you could have a truly 
elegant convertible that is £12,000 
cheaper than the cheapest BMW 3 
Series Convertible, £5,000 cheaper 
than the Astra Twin Top and £5,000 
cheaper than an Audi A3 Cabriolet. 
And there’s similar deals for saloons 
and estates. 


And these cars have a future. 
Used car values have always been 
the equivalent of trading on the 
stock market in the car world, and 
if the current Saab range were 
shares you’d be advising punters to 
get in early while you can because 
there’s every chance that these 
beauties will still be around and 
still be desirable for many years to 
come. Saabs are evergreens anyway 
and at these prices you’re making a 
very sound investment. 

The likelihood is that Saab Spyker 
will move upmarket, towards the 
Aston Martin end of the spectrum. 
That’s where the new firm’s heart 
lies, and it’s a move that has a huge 
chance of success. I was admiring 
the GT-R in the Nissan showroom a 
few days ago, and asked how many

had been sold. The answer? An 
astonishing 240. At an average of 
£55,000 a pop, it’s clear there will 
always be a market for quality 
where motors are concerned. 

So have a ponder and draw your 
own conclusions. It’s obvious that 
the new firm will be very keen to 
sell the existing range at competi¬ 
tive prices, and you can now be 
sure that parts and servicing won’t 
become a problem in the future. 

Saab Spyker was born at an 
auspicious time and the new baby 
will grow fast and start chucking its 
weight about in a very elegant 
fashion very soon. 

Until then, the current range 
serves as a rather splendid 
advertising campaign all by itself.

Toyota: 

Prius 

recall 


AROUND 8,500 Toyota Prius 
cars are to be recalled in the UK 
because of a braking problem in 
the latest blow to the reputation 
of the giant Japanese company, 
it was announced today. 

Part of a 400,000-vehicle 
recall worldwide, the UK recall 
involves the third generation of 
the hybrid electric-petrol Prius 
and affects models 
manufactured from last summer 
up to January 27 this year. 


Toyota said the problem related 
to what it described as 
“inconsistent brake feel” during 
slow and steady braking on 
bumpy road surfaces when the 
anti-lock braking system is 
actuated. 

The beleaguered company 
added that there had been no 
accidents linked to this issue in 
Europe. 

Apologising to customers, 
Toyota GB said the recall would 


consist of a software upgrade in 
the anti-lock braking system. The 
procedure will be carried out free 
of charge and will take 
approximately 40 minutes using 
standard test equipment in use at 
all authorised Toyota service 
centres. 

The company said it would 
write individually to every owner 
or keeper in the next few days. 

It went on: “In the meantime, 
the cars are safe to drive. At no 


time are drivers without brakes. 
Toyota GB guarantees to every 
customer its utmost attention to 
making this upgrade as quickly 
and efficiently as possible.” 

The announcement about the 
environmentally-friendly, ultra- 
low emissions Prius follows the 
recall of around seven million 
Toyotas worldwide - including 
about 180,000 in the UK - over 
problems with accelerator 
pedals.

Website editor Matt 
Tumbridge explains: “Cars 
from a few months to a 
year old, with 3,000 to 
15,000 miles on the clock, 
will still drive and feel like 
brand new. Yet they will 
often be more than £2,000 
less than the new price, and 
still have two years’ 
warranty, and two years 
until the MoT.” 

Tumbridge says he 
spotted a latest-shape 2009 
Renault Megane 1.6 WT 
Privilege, which costs 
£15,306 new, selling with 
3,500 miles on the clock for 
nearly £4,000 less. 

Fie also predicts things 
are only going to get better 
for buyers over the next few 
weeks as the scrappage 
scheme winds down and 
makers step up their offers.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the No1 area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbles 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
In the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
